According to 
Sol Stern and Ronald Ra- 
dosh, authors of a forthcom- 
ing hook on the case, the 
Fhl covered up anti-Semitism 
in the jury room. A recently 
released I‘lil memo mentiops 
a wire-service reporter wlio 
happened to waiuler into the 
jury room, where he no- 
ticed an anii-Semiiic remark 
in the foreman’s notebook. 
Instead of writing up the 
incident, and perhaps forc- 
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ing a mistrial, the report- 
er informed the FBI. Of 
course, the bureau kept quiet. 

Another FBI memo to 
Hoover aide Clyde Tolson 
related attorney Morris Ernst's 
intention — only if the bu- 
reau approved — to spy on 
the Rosenbergs while pre- 
tending to work on their ap- 
peal. The late Ernst, a mem- 
ber of the board of the Amer- 
ican Civil Liberties Union and 
a prominent literary lawyer, 
was actually a Hoover group- 
ie who secretly fed the FBI 
information about ACLU 
cases. But Hoover refused to 
give, him the go-ahead. 
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
